You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Monroe on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the report of the Budget Committee as printed. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to distribute the Inventory Blanks at the time they 
appraise the property to be taxed.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


There has been no librarian’s report published in the 
town report the past two years. The book circulation 
for the years is as follows: 1950, 7,319; 1951, 7,758; 
1952, 8,909, showing an increase of 1,589 in these 
years. The Library has purchased two new reading 
tables and eight chairs to match. The Librarian and 
Trustees are very glad to have Mrs. Mildred Daniels, 
teacher of the 7th and 8th grades in the town school, 
bring her scholars every Tuesday the past two years 
for instruction in using the library. Mrs. Agnes H. 
Little reports of the work with the children as follows: 


The card catalog, Dewey decimal system of classifica- 
tion, arrangement of books on the shelves, Reader’s 
Guide to periodical literature and various reference 
books have been explained to the children. 


They have had opportunities to use all the tools and 
have become quite proficient in their use. 


It is gratifying to see a child go to the catalog and 
find the number of the book he wants and then go to 
the shelves and find it himself. 


The use of the Reader’s Guide to find magazine arti- 
cles on a given subject has become sort of a game for 
some — they can go to the files of old magazines and 
find from one to a dozen articles on the subject selected. 


The value of this training becomes evident when 
students get to the academy. (A.H.L.) 


The Library still helps sponsor the Craft Classes and 
we have very good reports of the work in 1952. The 
classes as a whole sent over $1,100 worth of articles to 
be sold by the League of New Hampshire Arts and 
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Crafts. Around $800 worth has already been sold, prob- 
ably $100 worth has been sold privately. 


A rotating stand for the dictionary has been pur- 
chased. 


If anyone is interested in having a list of books that 
have been purchased the past three yéars, which num- 
ber 851, let us know and we will supply you with a list. 


Maple trees have been planted in the Library yard. 


Next year Monroe will celebrate its 100th anniver- 
sary and we hope to get out Historical Room in order 
for the Celebration. If you have exhibits that you would 
loan us for the occasion we will be very glad.

During the last year the lot adjoining the fire sta- 
tion was graded and grass seed sown, the stumps were 
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removed and two lights installed on the outside so it 
can be used for parking cars. 


Mr. F. H. Krauss, Engineer of the N. H. Board of 
Underwriters, spent two days in town making a sur- 
vey, testing the pumper and inspecting the fire house 
and equipment. As a result we were able to obtain a 
cut in insurance rates of 10c per hundred dollars with- 
in one mile of the Fire Station. This could mean a 
larger cut in insurance all over town with hydrants 
and a water supply that would answer their require- 
ments.
